WYFAUE Fducation Ordinance 

of 1962 was jssued with 

‘ the object of bringing into 
Hine the enormous number 
of schools which wert 
springing up overnight to 
meet the ever Increasing 
number of pupils who wero 
seeking schools. 

Obviously, the ,dearth of 
schools wan a grand oppor- 
tunity for the person, with 
little knowledge of educa- 
tlon, but - considerable 
business acumen, to exploit 
for financial goin a hitherto 
unexploited province. 

The Education Ordinance of 
1952 {is extremely detailed 
and comprehensive, Should 
the conditions stated within 
Its pages be met, there 
would not be any need for 
tho Education (Amend- 
ment) Ordinance of 1967. 
But what happened was, 
not only that schools cnme 
into operation which have 
failed to mect the require- 
ments of the Ordinance of 
1962, but hundreds are now 

‘ operating without any re- 
ference to that: Ordinance 
at nil. 

However, a careful perusal of 
the Education (Amend- 
ment) Act reveals that 
there are still “loopholes 
through which those out to 
flout uuthority can csenpe. 

Definition 

NDER “Objects and 
Reasons” of the new 

Bill, wo find “school” de- 
fined as an “Institution or 
place which provides educa- 
tion .for ten or more per- 
sons, during. one day, 
whether or not at the same 
time.” 

This meuns that an. institu- 
tion purporting (to teach 
less than ten children. at a 
time, need nob register with 
the varlous authorities, 
whose authorisation is 
necessary before the Educa- 
tion Department issues a 
Certificate of Registration. 

The number of such existing 
institutions is not known; 
that there is large number, 
there is no doubt; but the 
queation is, what guarantee 
is there that the number of 
children "permitted — by 
Ordinance’ is not exceeded?

The agreement was worked 
out by the 15 Forelgn Minis- 
ters In three scasidns—one 
yesterday and two more to- 
day. It was approved by the 
summit chicfs at their third 
session lasting o little over 
two hours this evening, 

The Agreement constituted a 
two-way Western plan for re- 
vitallsing the Atlantic Alliance 
with the most modem weapons 
avaliable while at the same 
timo seeking new talks with 
Rugsia to.end the - Enst-West 
arms race.
